low in toxicity. The most com­ 
mon bad effect is a little stom­ 
ach Irritation in some people 
just after they have taken a 
pill. This can be effectively 
prevented by buffering the as­ 
pirin, with a pinch of baking 
soda. Some persons develop 
allergic rashes with aspirin, 
and very rarely more serious 
effects are noted.
